If so, POB yoxLLSX appTBr 
date receiving from EE a resume of available traces. 

2^ Attached POB traces oertalnly do not role out the possibility that tbs 
sign "b" may indicate Rote Kapelis, and your guess was csrtaiflly Justified. Horn, 
ever, we believe you mill agree that it Is impossible to form anything like a 
definite conclusion, and that several other possibilities exist, including a n 
Italian service, a Catholic ohuroh service, a German service unfriendly to ZIP®, 
and perhaps others.
